on the point whether the train brake 
had boon set, but no one was alive 
who could answer. 
It is stated that 


certain speed Indicators showing air 
pressure 
in 
the 
brake 
reservoirs 


would have made this clear. 
Such in- 


struments, It is reasoned, not 
only 


help to explain accidents and to lo- 
cate, responsibility but are manifestly 
a constant chock upon engineers who 
might oilier wise upeed a train to dis- 
aster. 


"It is safd to be a literal fact that 


not half a dozen Knglish locomotives 
are provided with 
efficient 
modern 


recording speed indicators, 
whereas 


on the continent about 20,000 arc In 
use. 
There, It is said, they are prac- 


tically compulsory on all passenger 
locomotives and in 
some 
countries 


every main line freight engine is also 
provided with one. 
A law in France 


and laws about to be enacted by Hol- 
land and Belgium require every pas- 
senger locomotive to bo thus equipped 
within a given time. Speed Indicators 
on the continent, it is stated, are con- 
sidered as important as steam gauges 
on hollers and automatic brakes on 
trains. 
The engineer, it is reasoned, 


would no more disregard tho speed 
indicator than the steain gauge and 
therefore only as the result of mental 
aberration could an accident 
occur 


from neglect of the railway company's 
speed rules."

Tho season has just opened up and 
there is less chance of the fi.sh reach- 
ing spawning ground than previous 
years for the enterprising fishermen, 
not content to take their fish up the 
river after they had gotten into fresh 
water where the spawn will be safe, 
are stretching their nets us far out to 
sea as possible. 
In 1'onner years the 


bureau of fisheries was able to cap- 
Uire as high as 
li 10,000,000 eggs iu 


the Susrjuchanua river, as opposed to 
S,000,000 last year. 
On the Delaware 


river, where the catcji has gone as 
high as 115,000,000, it last year fell be- 
low 500,000, while on the Potomac it 
fell from 68,000,000 to 12,000,000. Sim- 
ilar conditions exist in all streams 
along the coast and aro rapidly grow- 
ing worse. ' 


This condition is due, not to the ab- 


sence of captured fish or to inactivity 
on the part of tho bureau, but to the 
Improved methods at present used by 
fishermen In capturing the iish. 
Shad 


always spawn in fresh water, and they 
come Into the rivers and their tribu- 
taries in search of spawning grounds. 
At other seasons of the year they live" 
In the open waters of the ocean. In the 
spawning season they were known to 
be so plentlful'-.years ago'in-'the Poto-i' 
mac and tributaries of the Chesapeake 
that it was with difliculty that a boat' 
could bo pushed among them. Captain 
John Smith found them so when, in 
early Jamestown days, he pushed a 
small boat up the Potomac to a water- 
fall' above Washington which stopped 
their advance. His report of this find- 
ing was one of the early wonders of 
America that was carried back to Kng- 
land. 


This "running" of the flsh arises

No other coun- 


try can begin to approach America in 
the use of firearms. The records that 
have been set up by them are fairly 
amazing. 
W. H. Heer of Goncordia, 


Kan., the champion trap shooter of the 
world, shot at 14,055 targets during 
the senson of 190G. 
Out of this num- 


ber ho broke 13,537, or an average of 
.983 per cent. 
This means that out 


of every hundred targets Mr. He or, 
shot/at, ho missed only, 2.7. Besides 
this he made a tournament 
run of 


256 straight targets without a single, 
miss. 
For the season, Mr. Heer beat; 


his nearest competitor 
only 
by 
a 


small margin, Crosby breaking 11,667 
targets out of 12,155 shot at, making 
an average of .950. 
Crosby, however, 


eclipsed Heer completely in running 
u p . - a n . unbroken score, breaking 419 
targets successively before he missed. 
Crosby since made a. run of 296 tar- 
gets In open competition, and only 
a 


few months ago put up a remarkable, 
record by breaking 592 of a possible 
COO targets. 
-During the season of 


1905 
GG other Americans averaged 90, 


per cent, or better out of from 3,000* 
to 10,000-targets. 
Of these 30 were 


professional shots and 26 were ama- 
teurs. 


New York is one of the great trap 


shooting centers of tho country, witlr 
more than 60 gun clubs within a ra-; 
dius of HO miles. 


Live j>igeon shooting used to bo the 


great sport, but this has been prohibit-; 
od in New York, as well as in many, 
other states, and New Yorkers who 
want to shoot live birds now have 
to' 


go to Pennsylvania. 
Live bird shoot- 


Ing, 
however, Is a cruel sport at best, 


and wanton slaughter of coop-fed birds 
has done much to bring It into dis- 
favor. 
At one live bird meet in Inter- 


state park, on Staten island, several 
years ago, 3,000 birds were shot 
to 


pieces In one day. It is estimated' 
that Dp per cent, of them were never 
picked up, and as a reuult the field: 
was strewn .with torn and wounded' 
birds that were left to die a lingering 
death.
